Serious Burns From Flying Kite Noted By Fire Chief

Two kite flyingr incidents 
within the county in eight 
days resulting in critical 
burns to two boys has 
prompted a warning locally 
from Sierra Madre Fire Chief 
Leonard Hall. 

In txith incidents the bovs 


were using string or yarn 
impregnated with metal foil 
or bits of metallic strand, 
which conducted the electri¬ 
city when the kite and string 
came in contact with elec- 
rical high tension lines. 

Chief Hall said the “spark- 


ly” .string is readily obtain 
able and is often used in 
home weaving and knitting. 
One younester obtained 
scraps of braided string 
from a rubbish container at 
the rear of an upholstery 
shop.

Last Half Of 
Taxes Now Due 

Los Angeles Countv Tax 
Collector, H. B, Alvord, re¬ 
minded taxpayers today that 
the .second installment on 
their property taxes must be 
[laid on or before Thunsday, 
April 10 to avoid a six per 
cent penalty. 

To avoid penalty, Alvord 
suggested taxpayers mail 
their payments several days 
before April 10 to assure a 
postmark on or prior to that 
date.

Electricity Tax Challenged 

Tho Pacific LoRal Faunciation will bring an action 
against the state Board of Equalization challenging the 
validity of a 50 per cent increase in the Energy .Resources 
Surcharge. The surcharge is a .state tax levied oin con¬ 
sumers of electricity to fund the California Energy Com¬ 
mission aaci appears as a line item on consumers’ electric 
bills. 

On October 2, 1979, this surcharge was lncrea.sed 50 
perce.nt without a two-thirds vote of the legislature as re¬ 
quired by Section 3 of Proix»sition 23. PLF believes the 
tax increase is uncon.stitutional and must be refunded.

My decision to run for City Councilman is quite 
simple. I feel that having be<m a resident of Sierra 
Madre for 33 years I understand the problems of 
City Government and would like to participate in 
their solution. 

There are some very important issues confrant- 
Ln.g the Council of which I feel I liave the exper¬ 
ience to contribute a great deal toward their con¬ 
clusions. For instance condominium conversions. I 
feel that every individual ha.s the right to treat his 
property as ho sees fit, however, lie must conform 
to c^ertain guidelines relative to codes and ordi¬ 
nances. We presently do not have such an ordinance 
and this would bo o.ne of my first priorities as a 
City Councilman. I feel with my experience in the 
construction field dealing daily with problems rela¬ 
tive to codes, ordina.nce:r and general requirements 
C'f good (^instruction, I would have an educated 
Input to the setting of a proper ordinan(X>. 

Allotlier major problem to work on is the City 
Budget. The 1980 Budget was set at $2,500,000 whioh 
includes all aspects of expencfiture. Prior to Propo¬ 
sition 13 the city set its o^vn tax rate to fit the needs 
of the City. I have been informc'd tliat the last 
tax rate was $2.32, after Proposition 13 his was re¬ 
duced to 90 cents. Now you, who have been fighting 
inflation and tight money can readily see that City 
Council .needs members who have to work these 
fixed incomes into the departments without a penny 
of waste. I am not in favor of deficit spending; in 
fact I have never understood the philosophy of our 
economists who propose it. Personally I have never 
b(XJn able to spend more that I have had in my 
pocket ariid would ojierate on tlie Council in the 
same manner. 

Sierra Madre is a city of volunteers, without 
which we would .not be able to operate. This is the 
thing that creates the “community” atmo.sphere that 
we enjoy. For example, our Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment, our Emergency Medical Ambulance, the Search 
and .Rescue Team. If it were ,not for the loyalty and 
dedication of those Individuals our Fire Etepartment 
alone would Co.st us an additional $5.'15,000 a year, 
and probably would ,not receive as good a service. 
Tills among other things is what endeared us to the 
city when we moved here in 1947. This gen^^ral at¬ 
mosphere is what I would w'ork toward preserving 
as a member of the City Council. 

Now that my two sons are in a position to man¬ 
age our business I feel I have the time to devote to 
tho Cuncil position to do a proper job as Council¬ 
man. 

In the pa.st I .have been a member and chair¬ 
man of organizations where it was necessary to keep 
an open mind on any subjedt presenting itself. Any 
individual who establishes a decision purely on his 
own judgment is quite limited in his scope. With 
input from the public, thoughts may be brought to 
the forefront that dd not occur to him and a pre¬ 
empted decision would be detrimental to the over¬ 
all cause. 

I would not be a Councilman without considera¬ 
tion to public opinion, however, I would not make 
my decisions on public pressure if I personally did 
not feel it was for the betterment of the community 
as a whole. I feel we must get back to the attitude 
of doing our Individual share in maintaining this 
community as we have enjoyed it in t'h,e past.
